THE London Times has news

The principal streeta of Rerlin are 
nearly all paved with asphalt, and they, 
are such marvels of cleanliness and 
smoothness that one feels the same re- 
spect for them as for a nice drawing:

with a scrap of paper.. The most fre- 
quented ones are literally washed and 
scrubbed every night. After being wet 
down a few men or boys proceed along 
the road, pushing before them pieces of 
board set diagonally on a pole, with a 
strip of rubber on the lower side. The 
mud is thus transferred from the course 
of one man to another and finally left 
in the gutter, whence it is removed. 
The consequent freedom of the city 
from dustis very marked. The smooth- 
nes$ of the pavement affords immense 
relief in diminishing the conf ~ 
noise and jar of the streets. Wak 
early in the morning at a hotel in the 
center of the business section one per- 
céiyes no rattiing of, wagons, only, the 
clatter of, the ho

‘tinually passing. The smooth atreets’ 
have also made cycling very popular, 
and tricycles jare extensively used for 
business purposes. The broad side- 
walks are laid with flagging in the cen- 
ter, and between that and the curbstone 
are paved with small, mosaic-like 
stones that form . a smooth sur- 
face, and are easily removed and re- 


placed. Beneath this space are laid the 


gas pipes, telegraph and electric-light 
wires, pneumatic tubes, etc., so that in 
laying or repairing these the street 
pavementis not disturbed. The wires 
of the arc lights, as well as of the in- 
candescent, are all carried underground, 
and in Berlin there are not to be seen 
1e unsightly poles that so disfigure the 
iceets in Mexican cities. Only the tel; 
vlone wires are carried overhead, run- 
uing over the roofs of the buildings, and 
these are now being put underground in 
cables as far as possible. 

In Berlin the wires have been carried 
underground from the start, and no dif- 
ficulty has beeg experienced. Instead 
of adding new ugliness to the streets 
the arc lights of Berlin are things of 
beauty, an artistic embellishment to 
the city, Unter den Linden is probably 
the most brilliantly and beautifully-il- 
luminated street in the woild. Along 
each side and down the center the are 
lights. are set even more closely to 
gether than ordinary gas lamps, and 
the effect at night. is that of great 
strings of white, gleaming pea.'ls,

use in Berlih. There are no private tel- 
ephone companies in Germany, the tel- 
ephone, like the telegraph, being s 
branch of the postal service. The price 
for telephone service is low, the annual 
charge for an instrument being 120 
marks or something less than $30. The 
long-distance service between the prin- 
cipal cities of the empire is being rapid- 
ly introduced. A telegram received for 
a person who has telephone is at once 
delivered orally from the central office, 
and the writtan message then forwarded 
by the local post,.

The man who originated the Oft-quoted 
maxim: “St ffa cold and starvea fever,” 
either did not understand what he was 
writing aboutor he has been widely mis- 
understood, to the great injury of 
multitudes who have acted upon the 
absurd maxim. Presuming that the 
author of it was a physician, who knew 
something of the nature of colds.and 
the action of remedies,~he must have 
spoken subjunctively, and wot tmpera- 
tively.. And then it would read thus: 
“If you stuff a cold, the conseqtience 
will be that you-will be thrown into a 


fever, ag a result of the stuffing treat- | 


ment of the coldpiand then you will 
have to starvé the fever.” This ita thid 
and sengible interpretation of tis cédin- 

received maxim, which has done 
much -hargras. any of. the thénsand 
'ang.ane popular errors which prévail on 
medical subjects. Without dwelling on 
the-mature or causes of colds, or on 
what physicians call the pathology of 
these disorders, I will say that a low, or 
even starvation “diet for a few days, 
with the free drinking of warm, mildly- 
stimulating teas, is better for a cold 
than any drug or combination of drugs. 
If with this a warm bath or hot foot 
bath is taken, little more will be need- 
ed. Nine cases out of ten of colds can 
be broken up in this early stage by a 
hot foot or rather leg bath, keeping the 
bath as hot as it can be borne until per- 
spiration arises. After the bath drink 
a half-pint of hot lemonade and go to 
bed. '
